THE FIRST FENIAN ENGAGEMENT. 

The telegraph news wbioli wo publish this 
mgrDing . I'rom;botb Europe and America is 
nnuaniilly gloomy. The ootnroeroiBl diE^ 
aslerfl of Great Britain still continuo. Ano- 
ther English bunk, tlio Baiilc of JiOiuloii, 
has fiUBjjciided, mid it would scam that llio 
bottom of tho culamitiu's have not yet bacD 
reached. Tho cholera has B;;aiu brukcn out 
OQ-lba Btaamera tunning between Europeao 
ports and New York, and a larea nombor 
of deaths have taken placo. Comtnorcial 
crises are dcploiablo ouough, a dtudly epi- 
demio is a frightful iDlliclion, bot noiiher thu 
disaaterB in tho mBtSBiitlla world nor the 
deoimation by diseaka on the high seas, ia so 
pregnant of bbtror aa men ranged againtt 
each othar'tn frntrioidal slrifu. Tho tule- 
grom informs iis that the tirst blood ha? 
been sht'd in annod contilct on Canadian 
soil between the Feniaua and the British 
■ troopB, Ilia fifteen hundred men, whose 
fooiiab expedition oorosa tho Niagara rirer 
Wo noticed on Wednesday, have met with tho 
diBQBtor that was anticipated, but not withuul 
n struggle in which a considerable num- 
ber on both sides were Uaiii and wounded. 
The Feniana, it would appear, wore 
first attaolced jby . tbe Canadiaa volooteers 
whose oaiqberB' we're about eqaal with tho 
invaders, and wlio, it was anticipated, 
would be able to hold tho Fenians in chocl: 
until rcinforceuioDta of regulars had arrived 
from Toronto. The volunteers, wo perceive 
by, the despatches, nobly performed this 
aervioa ; bat thara ia evidently some oonfu> 
Bion in tbe account of tbe eogagismeni. We 
are -first told that llio 13ih, a volunlcor regi 
mcnt called tho Qiuion's Own, attacked tho 
Fenians, and we ate afterwards informed that 
tba arrival of the Queen's Own and tho rego- 
lara, aa reinforoemeots to tb'o volunteers, was 
• delayed. It !• not stated that tbe Fenians 
had reinrorceihenis,' but it would appear ao ; 
for if they were barely ablo to hold their ground 
against the vohiriteers, tlicir chaiicts would 
have becQ very email od tho arrival of the 
legulara, Tbe engagement, however, lasted 
all.day, and it was not notil eveolDg that the 
B'eniana wera. driven back and foroed to re- 
treat to tbe Niogara, which they attempted to 
cross under cover of the darkness ; but a 
large cumber uf tbciu fell into the hands ol 
the American gunboats patrolliLg the river. 
So far,t:tb.e^fint; Fenian eflott has been um- 
Buccesafnl. There waa nothing, hotvovcr, 
tudiorooa in the defeat. Tbe men evidently 
fought bard, and would oo doubt have given 
serious trouble had they been, ns they ex- 
pected, reiuloreed by General Sweeny 
In another place wo ate told of ihe capture 
of a namber of the Fenians, but thia is oflsut 
by tbe.annoucement that a small squad ol 
Canadian artillery had snireudered. Al- 
together the amount of damage done is by 
no means serious, and wu could all'ord to 
cry qoits with tho Fenian lirotlierliood it the 
matter only stopped where it is; but tbe 
Immediate lutaro is full ol grave troublec' 
We are told' that Oen. Sweeny with 5000 
men is about to tniike a deruunalralion from 
Roust's I'oint, which brint;s the invaders in 
close proximity to Montreal, Other bodies 
ore concentraling at St. Alban's, and others 
again at different points, tbrcatcuiug both 
Upper and Ljwer Canada. The principal 
depot, it is suid, is Potsdam, a amall town in 
New York State, fro:ii which troops could he 
sent in a very short time to Oi^deiiBljurg to 
Ihroaleii I'rc.-outt, and to Uijii = ii'H Point to 
threaten Montreal. 'I'lie Uniieii Siulus (Jov- 
ornment are making every e.\ertiou to sup 
press the raiding ; but we are afraid the 
effortB have come too late. Alr(>ady a kind 
of maddeoiog enthusiasm is spreading uvor 
the Statea, ood officers as well a.i, private . 
who were lately in tlio IJiiioii army arc 
looking for .Sweeny's headipiarti'ts. If aii_\ 
taogiblo success should attend iIjo Funiau^ 
ia ibeir next move, it nil! be almost impos- 
sible for the United Stales to deal with 
the matter — the organiztlion will prove a 
veritable Frankenstein. Any vigorous at- 
tempt to ctirorcu the niMitrality hr.vs ni.iy ciid 
in serious disturlianei: in tlio Stiili'i tljem- 
selvps ; loi the Fenians uru nut. only puwer- 
iul in numbers, but have thoosaoda of sym- 
pathisers among Ihe Amciioan people. It is
